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CHRONOLOGICAL TABLE 


Part I—Ear_y History (1623-1862) 


First known European contact with coast by the Dutch ship Arnhem. 

Abel Tasman surveyed the coast of the Gulf of Carpentaria. 

Matthew Flinders charted part of the coastline. 

Captain J. J. G. Bremer landed at Port Essington and took possession of the northern coast 
of es between 129° and 135° E. longitude. Fort Dundas established on Melville 

sland. 

Northern Territory incorporated in New South Wales. 

Fort Wellington established at Raffles Bay. 

Fort Dundas and Raffles Bay settlements abandoned. 

Port Essington settlement established. 

Commander J. C. Wickham and Lieutenant J. L. Stokes continued the charting of the 
coastiine. Port Darwin and the Adelaide and Victoria Rivers were discovered and 
surveved. 

The explorer Ludwig Leichhardt reached Port Essington on 17 December 1845, after the 
first overland journey from Moreton Bay (Brisbane). 

Pert Essington abandoned. 

A. C. Gregory explored the Victoria River, and from there in the following year, crossed the 
continent to Port Curtis in Queensland. 

John McDouall Stuart, in an attempt to cross the continent from South to North, reached 
centre of contiaent and named Centra! Mount Sturt—subsequently changed to Central 
Mount Stuast. 

Stuart reached Chambers Bay on the north coast, after a journey from South Australia of 
nearly nine months. 


Parr TI—Unper Controv oF SeutTH AustTRaiaA (1863-1910) 


South Australia secured annexution of Northern Territory bv Letters Patent. 

Sales of north coast land took place simultaneously in Adelaide and London, the land to be 
surveyed within five years of purchase. To carry out the survey. Boyle Travers Finniss. 
the first Government Resident, arrived it Adam Bay at the estuary of the Adelaide River 
in the Henry Filis. Reports of dissatisfuction reached Adelaide and Finniss was recalled in 
1865. 

J. T. Manton, who had succeeded Finniss, ordered to abandon the settlement and return to 
Adelaide. 

Palmerston (now Darwin) selected as site for the chief town. G. W. Gowler made 
Government Resident. 

Commencement of transcontinental telegraph from Adelaide to Darwin to connect with the 
submarine cable from Java. Inspector Paul Foelsche arrived at Palmerston with a 
corporal and nine constables to establish a police force. Doetor J. Stokes Millner 
appointed Acting Government Resident. Captain Bloomfield Douglas subsequently 
appointed Government Resident. 

Kedwater disease introduced by the importation of Brahman cattle from Batavia. The gorge 
later to be known as Heavitree Gap discovered in the MacDonneil Ranges. A nearby 
grassed plain containing an apparently permanent waterhole was namec Alice Springs 
and became the main intermediate telegraph station. First overseas telegraphic 
communication riade from Australia to Londor. from Darwin by cable. 

Transcontinental telegraph line completed and linked with overseas cable. Payable gold 
struck in the Pine Creek area.

Government Resident. 

Work commenced on the Palmerston-Pine Creek railway. Completed in 1889.

South Australian Government conferred parliamentary franchise on the Northern Territory 
by including the Territory in the South Australian electorate of Grey. J. G. Knight 
appointed Government Resident. 

C.J. Dashwood appointed Government Resident, First of the Aboriginal Reserves created. 

Entire Northern Territory cattle population quarantined because of redwater disease. 
Palmerston severely damaged by cyclone. 

Establishment of Commonwealth of Australia. Northern Territory, as part of the electorate 
of Grey. had representation in the Commonwealth Parliament. 

C. E. Herbert appointed Government Resident. 

First publication of the Northern Territory classic We of the Never-Never by Mrs Aeneas 
Gunn. 

S.J. Mitchell appointed Government Resideat and later acted as Administrator.

Under the Northern Territory Administration Act the system of 
administration was changed and an Administrator with a staff of nine senior officials was 
appointed. All parliamentary franchises revoked. 

J. A. Gilruth appointed Administrator. Founding of the Australian Inland Mission

Opening of a school at Alice Springs—attendance 25 pupils. 

Darwin Town Council created. 

Extension of railway from Pine Creek to Katherine. 

Serious ladDour unrest culminated in a mass demonstration against the Administrator

Electricity first distributed in 
Alice Springs. Darwin Town Council abolished at its own request. and its functions taken 
over by the Northern Territory Administration. C. L. A. Abbott appointed 
Administrator. 

Darwin Town Management Board formed. New road constructed between Darwin and 
Adelaide River 

Commencement ¢” Siuart and Barkly Highways—completed in 1943. Water first reticulated 
in Darwin. 

Evacuation of non-essential civilians from Darwin following Japanese attack on Pearl 
Harbour.

Bill introduced into the Northern Territory Legislative Council to give citizenship nghts to 
certain Aborigines.

Petition presented by the Federal Member 
for the Northern Territory that the Parliament debate the grievances, but no action 
taken Amendments to the Northern Territory Electoral Regulations extended the 
franchise to all adult Aboriginal natives of Australia in the Northern Territory. 

Visit by Her Majesty the Queen and His Royal Highness The Duke of Edinburgh. Water 
first reticulated in Tennant Creek. Export abattoirs opened at Darwin and Katherine. 

R. L. Dean appointed Administrator. Delegation from Legislative Council to members of 
Federal Cabinet seeking political advancement for Northern Territory. Social welfare 
legislation removing discriminatory provisions against Aborigines passed by Legislative 
Council and brought into operation. 

Legislation passed to provide for elected or non-official nominated member to replace 
Administrator as President of the Legislative Council. Open-cut mining of manganese 
commenced at Groote Eylandt. Mr Harry Chan became first elected President of the 
Legislative Council. 

Shipment of manganese ore from Groote Eylandt to Bell Bay. Tasmania, commenced. 
Good rain ended the eight vear central Australian drought. Mining of iron ore 
commenced at Frances Creek. 

The first bulk iron ore shipments were made from Frances Creek through Darwin to Japan. 
Large scale sorghum production commenced at Tipperary. Kormilda, the first of three 
Aboriginal colleges. opened. 

Member for Northern Territory in Federal Parliament given full voting rights. Legislation 
passed to alter the composition of the Legislative Council to 11 elected and 6 nominated 
official members. 

Darwin celebrated its centenary. Contract worth $35 million let for construction of the new 
town of Nhulunbuy. part of the $368 million bauxite-alumina project on Gove Peninsula. 

The Hon. F.C. Chaney. C.B-E.. A-F.C.. appointed Administrator. Rich uranium deposit 
discovered approximately 240 kilometres east of Darwin. A $19 million Darwin port 
development proposal submitted to Parliament. 

Alice Springs celebrated its centenary and became a municipality. Uranium mining 
operations ceased at Rum Jungle. Television transmission commenced in Darwin. The 

. first bulk shipment of bauxite was made from Gove Peninsula. 

Centenary of Overland Telegraph celebrated. A $11.2 million contract let for new Alice 
Springs hospital. Television transmission commenced in Alice Springs. 

Joint Committee on the Northern Territory appotated to examine Constitutional Reform. 
Elections held for first’ National Aboriginal Consultative Committee to present 
Aboriginal viewpoint. J, N. Nelson appointed Administrator.

Darwin Community College opened. Subscriber Trunk Diatling (STD) from Darwin became 
available. The Legislative Council replaced by a Legislative Assembly comprising 19 
elected members. Repcrt of the Joint Parliamentary Committee on ‘Constitutional 
Development in the Northern Territory’ tabled in the Commonwealth Parliament. 
Cyclone Tracy devastated Darwin and parts of its fringe areas on Christmas Day, causing 
50 deaths with 16 persons missing at sea. 

The Darwin Reconstruction Commission constituted to organise the re-develop.nent of 
Darwin in the wake of cyclone Tracy. The $100 million Tarcoola to Alice Springs 
all-weather standard gauge railway commenced. A 3238 square kilometre pastoral lease 
at Wattie Creek handed over to the Gurindji tribe. Over 204) refugees arrived in Darwin 
from East Timor. Two senators representing the Northern Territory elected to the 
Commonwealth Parliament for the first time. 

The $1 million all-weather Katherine River Bridge was opened to road traffic on 6 February. 
His Honour Mr J. A. England. E.D.. appomted Administrator of the Northern 
Territory. North Australia Railway service between Darwin and Larrimah withdrawn 30 
June 1976. 

On 1 January the Australian Government handed over to the Legislative Assembly certain 
functions including Local Government. Parks and Wildlife. Traffic. Police. Prisons. 
Tourism, Consumer Affairs and Emergency Services. On 26 January, the Aboriginal 
Land Rights Act (1976) was promulgated granting land rights to Aboriginals in the 
Northern Territory. As a result of Legislative Assembly elections in December, the 
A.L.P. formed the first Assembly Opposition Party. Mr N. J. Campbell appointed first 
Northern Territory Public Service Commissioner. 862 sefugees in twenty-four boats 
arrived from South-East Asia at Darwin. 

On 1 July. the Northern Territory (Self-Government) Act came into force establishing the 
Northern Territory as a body politic under the Crown. This Act continued in force the 
existing Legislative Assembly and created offices of Ministers of the Territory who 
comprise the Executive Council of the Northern Territory. A Northern Territory 
Government comprising Ministers of the Territory was established with full responsibility 
for a wide range of transferred powers administered through a Northern Territory Public 
Service and Treasury. A Territory flag was raised for the first time on | July 1978. 
Municipalities of Katherine and Tennant Creek created | July 1978. 767 refugees in 
fourteen boats arrived at Darwin from South-East Asia. 

Northern Territory Government accepted responsibility for Health (1 January) and 
Education (1 July). Government Insurance Office opened 2 July covering third party and 
workers’ compensation. Historic Fannie Bay Gaol replaced by new Berrimah facility. 
Mining commenced at Nabarlek uranium project. Telecom installed world’s first 
complete solar energy microwave link between Tennant Creek and Alice Springs. Dr E. 
M. Stack. C.B.E.. became Darwin's first Lord Mavor, November 16 1979. 

On 1 February Random Breath Testing introduced for a two year trial period. On 26 
November. “The Ghan” arrived in Alice Springs for the last time on the old narrow gauge 
track. 

G_ P.O. status conferred on Darwin Post Office. Stage 1 of new Port Darwin wharf opened 
N.T. Government approved plans 10 build $66.5 million Yulara Tourist Village at Avers 
Rock. The Governor-General. Sir Zelman Cowan. opened the $7 million Museum of 
Arts and Sciences at Bullocky Point. All day ABC Television initiated at Gove by direct 
satellite. FM radio stations at Alice Springs (8CCC) and Darwin (STOP) opened. 

Bagot Road overpass to improve road access from Darwin's northern suburbs completed. 
Navy Patrol! Boat base at Larrakeyah opened by Her Majesty the Queen.

The table on the following page gives details of Government receipts and outlays that have been identified as 
relating specifically to the performance of local or State-type functions in the Northern Territory for 1976-77 and 
1977-78. Receipts collected in the Northern Territory from Australia-wide sources (e.g. income taxes, customs 
duties, etc.) and outlays in the Northern Territory on items of a national character (e.g. defence. civil aviation and 
cash benefits paid to Northern Territory residents as part of national programs) are nof included. 


In addition to transactions reiating to the Northern Ternitory in the Consolidated Revenue Fund and certain 
trust funds, the transactions of the following public corporations are included: Northern Territory Port Authority, 
Northern Territory Housing Commission, Corporation of the City of Darwin. Corporation of the Municipality of 
Alice Springs, Corporation of the Municipality of Katherine and Corporation of the Municipality of Tennant 
Creek. Outlay totals from 1977-78 include expenditure authorised by the Northern Territory Legislative 
Assembly. 


On 1 July 1978 the Northern Territory became self-governing with expenditure responsibilities and revenue 
raising powers broadly approximating those of a State. As a consequence statistics for 1978-79 onwards show the 
receipts and outlays of the Northern Territory Government and its subsidiary bodies as a distinct level of 
government separate from the Commonwealth.
